Loved by the Good; to his Prince and Country 

Loyal, and to the Subjects molt Pleafing : For 

wondering at his great Wiléom and Gravity, and 

praifing his Juftice and Integritv, mott Mca ho 
noured him with the Tide of duther of the Con- 

monwealth.’ (a) 

Tre Firmnefs which the Queen had fhewn in 
fupporting ali the Meafures fhe catered into with re- 
{pect to foreign Affairs, was the Caufe that fhe was 
Feared and Keipected throughout all ELwrope ; this 
Firmne{s was principally owing to the Counfeis of the 
Lord Burleigh, who perfuaded the Queen neither to 
do wrong to her Neighbours, nor to fuffer any from 
them, accord ng toa Maxim which he had frequently 
in his Mouth, That fuch Princes never profpered, as for 
the Sake of Profit tock Meafures inconfiflent with their 
Honour. Inreiation to the French Mach, which was 
for many Years on the Anvil, his Lordfhip deaic 
fairly and openly, fhewing his Defire that the Queen 


fhould marry ; amd at the fame Gime exprefhing the 


reaieft Care that her Subjects fhould. futfer nothing 
By her Marriage. In Regard to the King of Spain, 
ashe promoted vigo-ous Ke‘olutions in fupport et the 
Dignicy of the Enelih Crown, not a litte injured by 
many of King Philip's Proceedings, fo he always 
adviled the Queen to keep open a Paflage for Peace, 
by not only retuling the Sovereignty of the Netherlands, 
bur by endeavouring to prevene their falling under 
any other Sovereign than the King of Spain; whereby 
for many Years all the fubcle Countels of the Spanib 
Court were held in fufgenfe, and the Dread ef the 
Queen’s doing more, begot a patient Support of what 
fhe had done. (¢) 

Ar Home, tor the fecond Twelve Years of her 
Majetty’s Reign, Religion was the chief Caufe of 
Stirs and Troub'es: The Papifts were ftill fed by 
their {editious Priefts, with Hopes of feeing the 
Golden Day, ( 1 ule the Expreflion of thofe Times) 
when by the Queen's Difpofition or Death, the old 
Religion as they called it, fhould be reftored. But 
thefe were neither the only, nor indeed the warmcft 


Enemies of the Church of England: Such as defired’ 


to introduce the Geneva Ditcipiine, inftead of ‘the 

refent Eftablifhment, created great Troubles. In the 
Univerfities they ftirred up furious Debates, about 
Square Caps, Hocds, and Tippets: In the Churches, 
they contemned the Orders, and rejecte! tre 
Service authorized by the Stare: Among the People 
they infufed range Opinions, all tending to divorce 
them from the Church, and to attach them to them- 
{elves ; and fome bearing hard upon the Queen's Su- 


‘premacy, a Point fhe wouid fuffer neither Papift nor 


Proreftant to meddle with, at leaftunhure. In rhefe 
Broils the Lord Treafurer was greatly, and indeed 
chiefly confulred. He was Chancellor of Cambridge, 
and as a Learned Author fay-, truly the Azylam ot 
the Clergy, whofe Perfons he defended againft all 
their Enemies, and whofe Revenucs, with much ill 
Will to himéelf, ‘he preferved trom all the Court

neceffary. Some declared Obedience unlawful, till rhe 
Government fanctified their Schemes. Others were { tf 
offering up as Victims to God, fuch as would nor b:- 
lieve theic Opinions came from //im. Thus ore 
Burchet tabbed Capt. Hawkins in the Fle:t, miltaking 
him for //etton, the Queen’s Favourirc, who wv s 
thought to be a fhrewd Enemy to thefe Sort of P.: « 
ple: And the fame Perfon being under Confinement 
for this Fudt, beat out the Gaoler’s Brains with a 
Fagect. I mension thefe Faéts, to thew, that if the 
Lord Burghley concurred in procuring and executirg 
the Laws made in thefe Times, by preventing Sedi- 
tion's walking irs Rounds in the venerable Garb ef 
Religion, he deferves no Blame; but ought to be 
looked on asa wife and fteady Man, whom no Bug- 
bears could affright, or the Infolence of any Faction 
fway, from purfuing Truth and Juftice.

That a Mer- 
ehant Ship was arrived there from Lima, which 
brings an Account that the King’s Ship St. Fer- 
min was carcening at Lima, in order to come down 
with about 5,000,000 of Pieces of Eight: for Spain, 
and that fhe would bring all the Factors of the 
laft Galicons, they having dilpatched their Affairs.
